40 Or More Girls 


Lost Their Lives 


In Factory Fire 


*Binghamton, N. Y., July 22.—Forty girls are be- 


lieved to have lost their lives in a fire which destroyed 
the Freeman Overall factory here this afternoon. 


The fire started at 2 o'clock and had completely de 


stroyed the building in twenty minutes. 
One hundred 


and twenty-five girls were in the factory'when the fire 
was discovered. The police declared at least forty fail- 
ed to escape. 
' 
• 


Twelve girls were taken to the hospital badly in- 


jured. 


There were heartrending scenes when several girls 


clinging to fire escapes were swept by sheets of flame 
or jumped from the factory windows. Exactly how 
many were penned inside was hard to determine in the 
panic. The walls of the big building fell at 2:50 o'clock. 


At 3:45 two bodies were seen lying on Division street 


ut completely in two. Others can be seen in the ruins. 
It is now thought the number of lives lost will exceed 
forty. 


E. J. Lawrence, bookkeeper of the company, said 


that he was working in the office when the first alarm 
sounded. 
The flames were under the front stairway. 


There also was a rear stairway and fire escapes at the 
south side of the building. 


Most of the women were employes in the machine 


operating room on the fourth floor. They made no at- 
tempt to hurry from the building at first, thinking that 
the alarm was for fire drill. 


Messengers rushed through the building to drive 


the women out. 


"Just then," said Lawrence, "the whole building 


burst into flames. It was of the ordinary factory con- 
struction, with timber supports and brick walls. But it 
went up like powder—in a puff and all was over. When 
the flames rushed up the front stairway, it was awful. 


"The women were in a panic in an instant. They 


rushed to the fire escapes and many of them leaped from 
the windows. 


"I had 125 names on my payrolls, but some of the 


employes were gone on vacations. The lists are all inside 
the burned fact.ory. I did not have time to put them away 
or close the safe. It is impossible for the present to call 
the roll or get an accurate line on those who are miss- 
ing."

tionality of the act. 


In Newark the protest was not so 


strong 
There Is an Inclination on 


the part of local dealers to comply 
^uietly with the provisions of the bill. 


A week ago, 
John 
XimcFly, 
city 


sealer of woisthts and measures, vis- 
ited all the dealers on the local mar- 
ket and advised them that the time 
limit would be extended to August 1, 
after which date, they would be e\- 
poctod to uso .scales in selling fruits 
and vegetables. 


Since objections have bwi ralsod In

Jackson, Miss., July 22.—Trapped by 


flames in the second floor in an an- 
tiquated convict cage. 35 negro pris- 
oners were burned to death at 
the 


Oakley convict larm, 20 miles from 
here last night. 


The flames rapidly ate away the 


only stairway leading to the second 
floor. 
The prisoners frantically tore 


at the heavy bars that covered 
the 


jail windows but to no avail. 
Their 


screams brought guards 
and other 


prison-attaches but the flames drove 
back members of the 
rescue 
party 


each time they attempted to liberate 
the negroes who one by one fell back 
into the flames and perished. 


Everything was in the lires favor. 


The building 
was constructed 
ten 


years ago of lumber taken from a dis- 
carded penitentiary. There was no 
flre fighting apparatus at the farm 
and the first floor of the building was 
filled with inflammable material. 


Farmers living nearby 
hurried to 


the jail to help the fire fighters but 
they were of no assistance as the fire 
burned too rapidly. 


The prisoners all were worked In 


the cotton fields of the state tarm and 
housed in the cage at night. Among 
them were desegrate criminals-with 
itmg sentences. ^- 


The Oakley farm is the most im- 


portant in the state, the state prison 
hospital being located there.

lar cabinet meeting slated for today 
was not held because at the last mo- 
ment it was discovered most of the 
secretaries were out of town. Pres- 
ident Wilson denied himself to call- 
ers and remained in his study tak- 
ing up state department reports and 
papers on the Mexican treaty. 


Changes in the plans of Ambassa- 


dor Henry Lane Wilson, now hurry- 
ing north from Mexico City, so that 
he will continue from 
Havana to 


New York by sea instead of landing 
at Key West and proceeding by rail 
to Washington are expected to make 
a day's difference in the time of the 
Ambassador's arrival. 


The conference at which Mr. Wil- 


son is to lay before the President 
and Secretary Bryan as first hand 
report of the situation in Mexico, 
upon which some important devel- 
opment may be based, probably will 
not take place before Saturday. 


Meanwhile the situation, so far as 


the 
United 
States 
is concerned, 


seems to be unchanged.

sailed from Vera Cruz under rush 
orders has arrived at Tuxpan to pro- 
tect Americans whose lives and prop- 
erty are endangered by nshting be- 
tween" ffie federals and" revolution- 
ists.
